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Fall from cabin roof leaves man in critical condition 


A 37-year-old Orem man remains in serious 
condition at Utah Valley Regional Medical 
Center after he was airlifted Wednesday after- 
noon from the Sundance area after falling 
from the roof of a three-story cabin. Hospital 
spokesman Clark Caras said Tom Cottam was 
brought to the Provo hospital by a Life Flight 
medivac helicopter based at Primary Chil- 
dren’s Hospital in Salt Lake City. Witnesses at 
the scene said the victim was working on the 


cabin at Sundance and fell more than 60 feet to 
the ground. Emergency radio transmissions 
from the scene of the accident reported that 


the man had stopped breathing and was resus- 
citated at the scene by a ski patrolman who 
treated the victim until paramedics from the 


Provo Fire Department arrived. A Life Flight 
helicopter was launched from Salt Lake City to 
Sundance to transport the victim to the helipad 


at the Provo medical facility. A construction 
worker in American Fork was luckier Wednes- 


day when he suffered only a sprained ankle 
and bumps and bruises after a 42-foot fall in an 
elevator shaft. Eric Arnoldson, 24, fell down an 
elevator shaft under construction at American 
Fork City Hall about 3:45 p.m. He was taken 


to Aemrican Fork Hospital where he is listed 
in stable condition.
